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(4) The overall assigned and attached strength of II FFORCEV increased
substantially during the quarter as a result of the assignment of the 23d
Artillery Group on 15 March 1970, Company D (Ranger), 75th Infantry, was
deactivated on 10 April 1970 and Bien Hoa Tactical Area Command (BHTAC) was

. deactivated on 15 April 1970, A comparison of the last four reporting
periods follows:

(5) Postal activities, 44th Army Postal Unit, During the period 1
February 1970 - 30 April 1570, the 4hth APU sold 9,776 money orders with
a value of $740,440, The postal unit processed 110,1 tone of incoming
mail and 32.23 tons of outgoing mall during the same pericd, Due to the
increasing amount of cortraband being intercepted in CONUS, it has become
an area of growing concern among postal officials, The APU is utilizing
a mine detector to locate metallic items in parcels not indicating any such
object on the customs declaration tag. The inspection of fourth class mail has
been increased and postal clerks have been instructed to bring to the
attention of the postal officer any suspicious parcels, Personnel mailing parcels
are now required to presert their military identificatlion card for identificatio"
purposes, Persons mailing parcels for someone else are row required to show
their identification card and place their signature and return address on
the parcel, ‘

(6) The silitary personnel injury rite for 3d quarter fiscal year 1970

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(?7) Weapons accidents involving individual weapons resulted in 56 in-
Juries and 12 fatalities, and army motor vehicle accidents accounted for
34 injuries and six fatalities, Driving too fast for conditions, following
too closely, and improper paasing were the primary causes of army notor
vehicle accidents, and fallure to clear weapons upon entering a secure area ’
was the major factor in weapons accidenta,

(8) Quarterly statistics for the 3d quarter fiscal year 70 indicated
that offense rates for II FFORCEV assigned, attached, and OPCON units rave
shown an increase since the 2d quarter fiscal year 70, The largest increase
was in military offenses, This can be attributed to the upsurge ln off
linits, curfew, weapons and uniform violations, Narcotics and blackmarketing
caused the sharp increase in the miscellaneous offense category, while the
increase in assaul: and larcenies over $50,00 accounted for the increase
in crines against persons and property, Speeding and other noving violations
were the main factor contributing to the increase in traffic offenses, The
last quarter fiscal year 6) and the first three quarters of fiscal year 70
comparative rates computed on the basis of 1,000 troops are listed below:

c, Intelligenze and Counterintelligence,

(1) Intelligence aspects of tactical operations conducted in the II
Field Force Vietnam (II FFORCEV) Tactical Area of Interest (TAOI) are dis-
cusaed in the Operational Report - lessons lLearned sudbritted by units under
the operational control of this headquarters,

(2) Intelligence Collection:

{a) The daily briefing of sslected agent reports was continued by
Collection Nivision, The purpose of this driefing was to infor: the G2 of
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enenmy movement, supply, subordination, strength and intentions, as well as
to evaluate better the intelligence produced by agents and to determine t:e
reliability of the sources, This, in turn, enabled the agency which employed
th;‘l:u.:cn to decide which agents warrant retentlon and which should be

re .

(b) Collection Division was also responsible for insuring tiat all
necessaary Specific Intelligence Collection Requirements (SICR) were pub-
lished and levied on the appropriate collection agencies, In addition,
Collection Division coordinated the collection of intelligence on specific
subjects and informed subordinate units which SICRs were current by pub-
lishing a quarterly II FFORCEV Specific Intelligence Collection Requirements
Registry, The Registry indsxed all SICRs by number and by collectlon agencies,
During the past quarter 14 MACV SICRs were cancelled, while 11 new MACV and
2 new II FFORCEV SICRs were levied, No new collection plans were received
from MACV for implesentation and none were written by II FFORCEV.

(¢) During the period 1 February 1570 to 30 April 1970, Collection
Division continued analyzing agent reports for rore complete exploitation
of all reported information, Specific areas of interest being examined were:
eneny sanctuaries and base areas, movement of regimental and divisional
forces, caches, and intslligence which would contribute to the identification
and selection of targets by the G2 Targets Diviaion,

(3) Counterinteiligence/PHOENIX

(a) Docunents captured during the reporting period co:tinued to indicate
that pacification is a main odjective of the curreat communist effort,
The impact ©0f the Phoenix program can be neasured, in part, by the fact
t'at this opsration was specifically targeted by the comrunist forces, On
23 March 1970, leaflets captured by the 334 Ranger Battalion read “VC will
disrupt all Phoenix prograna”, The P.oenix progran is apparently beginning
to achieve the desired effect, A most sncouraging trend during the nonth
of March was the very notable qualitative and quantitative improvezent in
Viet Cong Infrastructure neutralisations, It appears that the particularly
strong infrastructures in Hau Ngiia and Long An Provinces are finally de-
ginning to weaken, lLong Khanh Prevince surpassed ita neutralisation rate
for the previous two months, Tiirteem of the neutralised VCI in the province
were district level or higher, This rwcord is an excellent example of
results obtaired by a comdined effort of »ilitary units snd District
intalligence Operations Coordinating Centers/Province Intelligence Operations
Coordinating Centers (DIOCC/PIOCC) resources, Excellent results have also
been obtained by a well ;lanned snd coordinsted Phoenix/psyops effort, In
Pedruary, Pruoc long Province reported )5 VCI neutralised, Ti.is marked a
new high in t e province and can be directly attributed to an effective

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psychological operation (PSYOPS) program, increased emphasis on the Phung
Hoang program by the Province Chief, and US/ARVN military preasure. In
Binh Duong Province, a VC village chief was neutralized as a direct result
of a "wanted” poster the first day after its dissemlnation,

(b) Response to the Volunteer Informant Program continues to bary widely
between units, The variation can be attributed, in part, to different emphasis
and priorities given to intelligence funds, lLack of publicity of the progranm
1s a major factor in the apparent lack of success in many areas, In those
areas and units where the program received emphasis, a greater degree of
success has been achieved, .

(¢) The number of terrorists incidents reported throughout III Corps
Tactical Zome (III CTZ) continues to vary widely from week to week, During
the week 20 to 26 February, a total of 22 incidents were reported, The week
of 2 to 9 April, however, saw a total of ll4 incidents reported, During the
past 13 week period the average number of incidents reported per week was 54,
There was an apparent increase in abductions in III CTZ, During February
there were 38, and in March, 73 persons were abducted, The increase is not
alarming when compared with the past 12 months' average of 81 abductio:s per
month, Of interest is the II Corps figure of 589 and 585 persons abducted
during February and March respectively,

(4) Operations: Company D (Ranger), 75th Infantry was deactivated on
10 April 1970, During the months of February and March, Company D operated
in an area in southwestern War Zone "L" and eastern Catcher's Mitt and in-
serted a total of 215 teams resulting in 19 contacts, 20 sightings and 29
eneny KIA, From 8 February 1970 to 18 March 1970, the company was placed un-
der OPCON of the 199th LIB and continued operations in southwestern War Zune
“D*, On 18 March 1970, Company D rsturned OPCON to II FFORCEV and initiated
operastions in Nhon Trach District while coniinuing operaticns in southweater:.
War Zone "D", During their two final months of operatiors, the ranger co:apany
continued to supply II FFORCEV with a comprehensive irtelligence picture of
their area of operations, Through their aggressive prograz, information was
galned regarding enemy supply routes through ¥ar Zone "D,

() G2 Atr:

(a) There wvas a significant reduction in aerial reconnaissance and
surveillance throughout the corps during the reporting period, This was
primarily due to the redeployment of an Air Force squadron and the deactivation
of the Aerial Surveillance and Target Acquisition Platoons (ASTA) of the lst
US Infantry Division and lat US Cavalry Division, This reduced the OV-1
Mohawk assets from 31 to 18 alrcraft,

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(b) The Side looking Alrborme Radar (SLAR) reconnaissance plan has been
revised to provids coverage over the border and deita areas only, A detalled
analysis of previous SLAR results revealed that most of the potentlal enemy
targets were being detected on the waterways in long An and Hau Ngi:ia Provinces,
in the Parrot's Beak, and along the Cambodian border, It was determined
that these areas could be effectively covered by using only three aircraft
each night, Only five OV-1B aircraft are required ito support this concept,

(¢) Om 24 Marct. 1970, special infrared RED HAZE) coverage was ir-
pleaented in the 25th US Infantry Division and the 33 Brigade of the ;th
US Infantry Division area of operationm on an experinental basis, Instead
of flying 600 square kilometers at an altitude of 2500 feet for general
surveillance, point and strip targets are being flown at a lower altitude
(1000 feet) in an attempt to gain better resolution on the imagery covering
special target areas, At tre present time, no conclusive reaults have beer
obtained, The major limitation has been the lower altitude, whic!. :as in-
creassd the threat posed by automatic weapons and srall arms fire,

(d) III CTZ continmues to be tiie largest singie requestor of Air Force
tactical resonnmaissance in Vietnan, During t.e quarter t.e 16th Tactical
Reconnaissance Squadron was moved froa Tan Son lhut Alr Base to Misawa Alr
Base, Japan, resulting in a loss of eighteen RF-is from the 460th Tactical
Reconnaissance Wing, With the reduction of reconnaissance alroraft, IIl
CTZ Alr Force Red Hase miscions have dropped from an average of six sortles
to three sorties a night, A Red Hase alternate mission plan has been devised
in case the planned sorties cannot de flown due to weather, artillery, etc.
The alternate target arsa has prevented vhat would otherwise de the loss of
several aissions, ,

(e) Tre G2, III Corps, is now requesting USAF ard VNAF photograpuy
directly froa JCS instead of through G2 Air II FFORCEV, This is sa in-
portant step in the Vietnamization of aerial reconnaissance effort as it
slininates ARVN dspendsnce on US forces for asrial photogrsphy. A sutual
exchange of information on target requests exists between G2 Alr, iII Corps,
and G2 Alr, II FFORCEV, to avoid duplication of effort and conserve asseis,
The prograa, as viewsd by II FFORCEV, is quite satisfactory,

(6) G2 Targets:

- (a) The G2 Targets Diviaion's primary function continued to be tie
developasnt and evaluation of targets for B-52 strikes within III CI%,
During the reporting peried, the division continued to develop an extensive
data dase of hard iastailations, including emeay Lunkers, base camps,
fighting positions, tunndls and tremch works, which ars reproduced oa acetats
aaps,
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(b) During the quarter 117 B-52 strikes were targeted agalnst lucrative
base and staging areas within the III Corps area, The most intensive tar-
geting activity was against elements of the 7th VC Division located in
northexn and western Tay Ninh Province, T!is area received 74 percent of
the strikes that were allocated to II FFORCEV by MACV, The remainder of
the strikes were in Phuoc long (14 percent), Long Khanh (3 percert), Pruoc
Tuy (2 percent), Bien Hoa (2 percent), Binh Duong (1 percent), Hau Hghia
(1 percent), and Binh Tuy (3 percent) Provinces,

(7) Radio Research: The 303d Radio Research Battalion provided timely
and sustained support I{cr the tombat operations of II Field Force, A
direct support unit provides radio research support to each US dlvision and
separate brigade or regiment and immedlate tactical reports are provided
down to brigade level, The 303d Radio Research Battallon was responsive to
the iasks of this command and performed in an outstanding manner,

(8) Weather Support for II FFORCEV: Weatier support to II FFORCEV is
provided by Detachment 32, 5th Weather Sguadron, This support consists of
a dally weather briefing to tle Commanding General and his staff; speclalized
weather briefings given dally to G2 Air, G3 Air and Ch Alrlift; special
winds aloft forecaats to G5 Psyopsy and enroute and: terminal forecasts for
Army aircraft departing long Binh Plantation area, As a general rule, the
weather this quarter has been favorable far ocur operations in III CTZ, how-
ever, on two oscasions preplanned close alr support missions were rescheduled
for a later time due to forecasts of low cellings in the target area, On
both occasions the forecast weather occurrec and the miaslons were able to
be completed at the rescheduled time, A specia’ wind study conducted by
Detachment 32 proved that a planned psyops leaflet drop by G5 into a
classified area was not feasible and the entire opsration was cancelled,
saving many man-hours of work and several hundred dollars, There were no
operations hampered due to poor weather o: _ack of weather forecasting
support,

(2) Description and Recapitulation of Enemy Order of Battle,

(a) Descriptiont The Central Office of South Vietnam (COSVN) remained
the supreme political military headquarters controlling all Viet Cong VC)
and North Vietnamese Army /NVA) activiiiea in the southern half of the
Republic of Vietnam, Military units in TII CTZ were subordinate either
directly to COSVN or to one the the aix sscondary level headquarters in III
CTZ (See Inclosre 8), There wers no significant ctanges in the suemy's
military - pelitical boundaries during tie quarter, and the area of III CTZ
continued to be divided into 13 major subdivisions, There coniinued to be
a shift in enemy tactics toward decentraliztion and amall actions aimed at
sustaining a steady attrition of US anu allled forces and disruption of the
pacification progranm,

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(b) Significant Order of Battle Developments,
1 A few significant changes in the number and effectiveneas of enemy
units were noted in the II FFORCEV TAOI, The table below shows the combined

effectivensss of regiments and separate battallons at the beginning and end
of the period,

2 334 Regiment resubordinated to the 5th VC Diviaion: Prisonsrs of war
captured om 13 February in the vicinity of Vo Dt identified their units as
the 33d Regiment and reported that it had been recently resubordinated to
the 5th VC Division, Further idemtification of the 334 Reginent vas nade on
27 March wvhen docunenta referred to the regiment as bdeing sudordinate to the
Sth VC Division and mentioned the Jlst Training Battalion, 5th VC Divialon,
This information colincides with t:e disappearance of the 954 Regiment and
{ts posaible resubordination and relocation, The 95A Regiment :as not been
identified in contact since Julyy it was then Delieved to be located in the
Duc Phong area, Although the 33d Reginent nas been resubordinated to the
Sth VC Division, it has remained in its old area of operations and has re-
tained the mission of disrupting allied pacification in the area,

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3 The Re-Formation of the Quyet Thang Regiment of SR-11 Om 31
January 1970, Nguyen Van Dong, Chief of Staff of the 268th Regiment,
rallied and revealed that in November 1969 the Quyet Tharg Regiment had
been reformed, conaisting of the Quyet Thang I and II Battalions and the Cia
Dinh 4th Sapper Battallon, Documents captured on 9 February 1,70 confirmed
Dong's statement; however, later contacts and reports from prisoners have
indicated that the regimental headquarters does not contain any support
companies, The headquarters element is simply a staff unit consisting of
approximately ten men, whoee misslon is to coordinate the activities of
threc battalions,

4 Inactivstion of the 525th Engineer/Sapper Battalion of MR-7: Docu-
ments captured on 1 April 1¢70 have revealed that the enemy has realigned
his engineer/sapper elements in MR-7, particularly where the 525th Battalion
is concerned, The documents revealed that in the fall of 196, MR-7 head-
quarters ordered the inactivation of the 525th Battalion, This action was
apparently accomplished on 1 October 1969, At tiat time tle battalion had
C-25, C-26 and C-27 as subordinate companies, Tie 525th Battalion headquarters
staff and the C-26 Company was tranferred to the D-67 Engineer Battalion of
MR-7, Sometime in October 1969, the C-27 Company also became part of the
D-67 Battalion, probably as a replacement company in the D-67 Battalion,

The transfer of men from the 525th Battallon brought the strength of the
D-67 Battallon to approximately 240, The C-25 Conpany (formerly part of
the 525th) is probably now subordinate to the engineer section of MR-?7
headquarters,

(¢) Recapiiulation:

(d) Summary of Recent Actlvity:

1 Enemy level of actlivity during t!e quarter rerained essentially

¥oods axea, The month of February was spent primarily conducting logistical
resupply activities whils avoiding major contacts, Documents captured south-
west of Tong Le Chor on 25 March identified the 10lst NVA Regiment and re-
vealed the regiment’s aission is to reopen the upper Salgon River Corridor,
Documents captured during the period indicated that the regiment is exper-
iencing food ahortages as a result of allied operations which are cutting
off the unit's lines of communication, Documents further revealed that Sk-1
elementa are facing difficulties due to the presence of Cambodian troops
near base areas, as well as allied presence in the subregion, The mission
of the subregion units is to wear down allled support elements, inflict
heavy casualtiss, intensify guerilla wayfare movement and motivate the people
to increase food production, 'The closing strength for subregion elements

is estimated at 2,260,

6 Military Region 7: Military Reglon 7 Headquarters was iocated south-
east of Gia Hay, while the majority of the MF Battalions remained in the
Hat Dich - Nhon Tmach area, Activity increased noticeably on the nigit of

are heavily used by the ailitary,
